Partney Outlines 
Proposal to Curb 
GC Sewer Breaks 


A plan of action to prevent 
further sewer breaks, which 
have cost Granite City $906,266 
in 1969-70—even if a bond issue 
is necessary—was urged again 
by Mayor Partney in a letter- 
report sent out late last week 
to council members 

The mayor stressed that in 
the 15 years operation of the 

ameoki sanitary sewer system 
—that originally cost $1,335,000 

—the city has spent more than 
that amount — $1,627,418 — for 
repairs 

This is $342,886 more than 
the original cost. We can no 
longer continue with the system 
without preventive maintenance. 
This is the most important 
problem facing the city today. 

“We need a plan for repair 
and replacement of defective 
sewers and to provide funds — 
if necessary a bond issue,” the 
mayor stressed

21 Persons are Injured 
In 27 Other Crashes

The 
impact damaged the front of the 
building and splintered part of 
the utility pole. 

The rear of the 1967 model 
sports car caught fire from 
sparks created by the saw fire- 
men were using to cut away the 
car top, but was extinguished 
immediately by firemen who 
had taken a fire truck to the 
scene for such an emergency.

Granite City Steel’s total tax 
bill for 1969 included $4,354,000 
in real and personal property 
taxes, it_was-announced in the 
annual réport. to stockholders. 

Most of tne money went to 
the public schools of Granite 
City and the city and county 
governments, according to the 
report.: The company is the 
largest single taxpayer in Madi- 
son county. 

Theé industry’s 1969 payroll, 
including the cost of wages, 
salaries and employee benefits, 
also rose to a record high of 
$58,337,000, compared with $48, 
033,000’ in 1968. 

The report points out that

GROWING WITH GRANITE CITY 


Madison Politicos to Pick ‘One Candidate’ 


The powerful Venice-Madison 
political organization whose 
leadership has been disrupted 
by the recent death of the late 
Mayor Stephen Maeras of Madi- 
son has agreed to support only 
one candidate in an election of 
Maeras’ successor in an effort 
to preg@nt any split in the rank 
and file of the organization, the 
Press-Record was told by re- 
liable sources today. 

Although rampant rumors in 
political circles have listed a 
growing number of potential 
mayoralty candidates in a bid 
for the office made vacant by 
Mayor Maeras’ death, and the 
inherent political authority that 
goes with it, ranking leaders of 
the Venice-Madison organization 
are said to have agreed in a 
series of meetings and caucuses 
that more than one candidate 
from within the ranks of the 
organization could break the 
machine apart. 

For that reason, Madison city 
officials, whose numbers include 
several known aspirants for the 
mayor's post, reportedly have 
agreed in principle to back a 
single candidate chosen from 
their midst with the unqualified 
support of the organization as 
a whole. 

Candidate Not Named 

Thus far that candidate has

Earlier Repair Costs 

“This condition should never 
occur in a sanitary sewer sys- 
tem,” the mayor :pointed out, 
and then listed amounts spent 
earlier on sewer repairs—$6l,- 
710 in 1960, $318,131 in 1961 and 
$341,311 in 1962. z. 

“In October 1961, the city em- 
ployed the firm of Sverdrup & 
Parcel to make an engineering 
study of Terrace lane and Amos 
avenue sewers. Their findings 
showed the flow of fine sand in 
a high water table was through 
leaking joints that would be- 
come progressively more rapid 
as the sand eroded the jointing 
material. 

“Clogging of the sewer lire by 
the infiltration of sand could 
have resulted in placing a sur+ 
charge within the pipe with re- 
sultant damage to other pipe 
joints upstream—further aggra- 
vating the situation. 

“In June 1969, the city em- 
ployed the firm of American 
Pipe Services to make an en- 
gineering study of sections of 
the Nameoki sewer system. An 
estimated total of 54,720 gallons 
per day of infiltration was dis- 
covered with about 95% due to 
main sewer joint leaks, About 
2880 gallons per day was due 
to leaks from house services. 

Create Voids 

“These conditions, in time, 
would create a void under the 
streets and easements. It is 
also possible that contributary 
waters of infiltration from up- 
stream sewers, occurring dur- 
ing a rainfall or periods of fluc- 
tuating ground water, would 
surcharge or pressurize the 
downsteram sewers studied, 
thereby creating a pumping ac- 
tion within the gravity lines. 

“This repeated process could 
also permit the entry of fine 
soil into the sewers. The report 
from American Pipe Services 
indicates these sewers could be 
sealed. 

“This is the third report the 
council has received from this 
office without any response. I 
am waiting for a decision that 
should be made by the entire 
council as to what steps to 
take.”

14 is last day to apply and vote 
in person at the county clerk’s 
office. Two voting booths have 
been set up in the entrance to 
the county clerk's office for ab- 
sentee voters’ convenience. 

Physically incapacitated. vot- 
ers may secure the special ap- 
plications by writing or phoning 
the county clerk's office. The 
law requires an affidavit to be 
completed by the physician of 
such voters. This affidavit is 
part of the formal application. 
All applications must be attest- 
ed to by a notary public or any 
such official permitted to take 
acknowledgements. 

Quite a few persons in the 
U.S. Service have filed appli- 
cations for ballot. They may 
secure the proper forms from 
their commanding officer or 
contact the county clerk for 
same, Relatives of anyone in 
the service may also file ap- 
plication on a special form 
which the statute permits a 
brother, sister, mother, father 
or spouse to complete. While 
persons in the U.S. Service need 
not be registered voters, of 
course, they must meet the re- 
quirements of 21 years of age, 
Miss Hotz said. All details are 
handled by Special Air Mail 
franking privilege for such 
United Slates Service appli- 
cants. 

A list of all voters applying 
for absentee ballots is posted in 
the county clerk's office. These 
ballots are delivered to the 
proper polls on primary election 
day by the county clerk or dep- 
uties,

Leaders of All Points of View Must Oppose 
The ‘Respectability’ Accorded to Extremists 


Do some forms of news media overplay 
and popularize extreme conduct? Does the pres- 
ent federal emphasis on this issue pose a sig- 
nificant threat to press freedom? Samplings of 
reaction among media executives the 
country indicate a prevailing opinion that the 
answers are ‘No’ and “Yes,"’ but we are in- 
clined toward “Yes” on the first point and 
“No on the second. 

What has bothered us for some time is 
that people's unchanging proclivity toward imi- 
tation has been accelerated and given a disturb- 
ing overtone by the rationalizations or silence 
of many prominent individuals and elected of- 
ficials.

That few questions are so simple that there 
are easy, neat answers is borne out by testimony 
last week before the U. S. Senate Subcommittee 
on Antitrust and Monopoly. The panel is study- 
ing ways of curbing the rise in hospital ,costs. 

Dr. Paul Patterson, chairman emeritus of 
the National Cystic Fibrosis Research Founda- 
tion medical council, said future medical and 
hospital care costs may climb even more sharply 
due to an epidemic of genetic diseases, now felt 
to be responsible for 25% of admissions to hos- 
pitals and institutions for the handicapped. 

Each person is believed to have at least 
five genes of the type which, when paired with 
a similar gene, causes severe or fatal health dis 
orders, And the incidence of harmful genes is 
rising rapidly because persons who once would 
have died from hereditary ailments such as dia- 
betes are being treated and often survive to 
marry and have children. 

Even in such a basic matter as whether to 
seek to prolong life, mankind may be taking 
steps which eventually will bring destruction of 
life or health. ‘The world is increasingly com- 
plex, as eloquently illustrated by his prediction 
of a “genetic plague” by 1980—a plague which 
looms primarily because of our humanitarian ef- 
fort to control viral and infectious: diseases.

Latest Pollution Threat--Effort to 
Poison Minds of Young by Telling 
Them Democratic System Is Rotten

William M. Kunstler, ‘Chica- 
go Seven" attorney, apparently 
seeks to delude the youth of 
our nation into thinking govern- 
ment is rotten. 

This Pied Piper of destruction 
tried to make a mockery of our 
courts during the trial, Now he 
is trying to make a mockery 
of our democratic system by 
polluting the minds ‘of young 
people. 

At a University of Chicago 
rally, Kunstler urged students 
to attend every “political trial‘ 
so that the government would 
have to “get convictions at the 
price of filling the streets and 
maybe the jails.” 

I challenge his appraisal of 
our court system, If it doesn’t 
work, why were the “seven” 
freed on conspiracy charges? 

They were freed because 
12 honest men and women 
felt that the government had 
not sufficiently proven its 
case. Those 12 people de- 
cided, not the government. 

The jury, however, did 
feel that five of the defend- 
ants were individually guilty 
of crossing state lines with 
intent to incite riots, The 
evidence was clear on this 
point, and the jurors acted 
accordingly. 

In doing so, they demon- 
strated the flexibility of the 
jury system far beyond the 
ability of Mr, Kunstler to 
detract from it. 

I commend Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman for the contempt-of- 
court citations he handed down 
for the Chicago Seven and their 
two attorneys, 

While they were declared in- 
nocent of conspiracy charge: 
they obviously overplayed their 
hands with their courtroom buf- 
foonery, Judge Hoffman was 
perfectly justified in levying 
contempt sentences. 

1 condemn the riots and de- 
monstrations which erupted at 
locations across the country in 
the aftermath of the trial, Law- 
less destruction masquerading 
as political dissent will not be 


tolerated. If this violence con- 
tinues, I will urge federal ac+ 
tion from the Senate floor, 

Kunstler’s actions during and 
after the trial seem aimed at 
fueling the minds of young peo 
ple with rebellion, 

As an officer of the court, 
Kunstler is disgracing his. pro- 
fession. His tactics and his lack 
of respect for our judicial sys- 
tem should be condemned by 
every attorney. He was licensed 
to practice law, not lawlessness. 

I accuse North Vietnam of 
blatant hypocrisy in calling for 
the release of the Chicago Sev- 
en. 

Tt is an insult to world intel- 
ligence for North Vietnam to

Unicameral Legislature Might 


Ignore Wishes of 


Many Voters 


By SECRETARY OF STATE PAUL POWELL 


I strongly recommend the bi- 
cameral, or two-body, system 
for an effective state legis- 
lature, 

In 1787, the delegates to the 
national Constitutional Conven- 
tion who met in Philadelphia 
voted for a House and Senate 
for our federal Congress, I feel 
that they must have felt that 
our states would continue with 
a similar house and senate 
system, 

In a unicameral setup, with 
one-member districts, the aver- 
age person can easily find him- 
self locked out with no legis- 
lator that ‘he votes for willing 
to listen to him or to reflect 
his thinking. It may cost more 
for a bicameral system, but 
you get more and fuller repre- 
sentation on a more democratic 
basis. 

I recommend reducing the 
number of legislators in both 
houses, the Senate to 51 mem- 
bers and the House to approxi- 
mately 153 members. The 
House and Senate districts 
should cover the same areas, a 
senator and three representa- 
tives from each of 51 districts. 
A district is better served with 
this relationship between the 
Senate and the House. 

(On the question of eliminating 
cumulative voting, I answer an
